diverge the road 
from

course along the Pacific coast always 
as nearly as possible within sight of 
the ocean. 
Any 
divergence, except 
it he minor, would, in the opinion of 
the writer, irretrievably impair the 
continuity of an otherwise magnifi­ 
cent achievement and would result in 
lessening the greatest 
good to the 
people of a great state by means of 
a public enterprise and would unde­ 
niably fail to achieve the result for 
which the state highway 
hill was 
enacted.”

W hile the idea of “liability without 
fault” Is hard to

heads as' to any new thing, we have 
long been reconciled 
to it In other 
departments of 
life. 
We 
all 
pay 
school taxes whether we have chil­ 
dren to send to school or not. 
Libel 
and slander are actionable In dam­ 
ages although the person making the 
libelous 
or 
slanderous 
statem ents 
may have acted in the best of faith 
and may have thought he was peri 
forming a public service by warnlhg 
the 
public 
against 
untrustworthy 
characters. 
Railroads sre permitted 
to belch 
fire a n d ' smoke from their 
locomo­ 
tives from ocean to ocean, yet they 
are liable in damages for any fires 
set by the sparks Hying from their 
locom otives, although they may have 
done everything in their power to 
prevent such sparks setting fire to 
prairie or forest. 
Railroads are like­

passengers, although they may have 
done their best to deliver both safely 
at the desired destination.

ness of heart, and also has no moral
